REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose and/or teach the combination a device for treatment of mitral annulus 
dilatation, comprising an elongate body dimensioned to be inserted into the coronary 
sinus having at least one stent section at a distance from each end of the elongate body 
wherein the stent section provides a reduction of its length when expanded such that 
elongate body is shortened and bent to a smaller radius of curvature and wherein the 
elongate body exhibits two states, in a first of which the elongate body has a shape that 
is adaptable to the.shape of the coronary sinus, and to the second of which the elongate 
body is transferable from said first state assuming a reduced radius of curvature 
whereby the radius of curvature of the coronary sinus is reduced along with the 
circumference of the mitral valve annulus, when the elongate body is positioned in the 
coronary sinus.
